Because one 'of the planes met with 


an accident in landing for gasoline at 
St. Augustine, the three airplanes in 
practice flight from Dorr 'field at Ar- 
cadia- to Jacksonville last Sunday did 
not complete the Journey. 


The three, planes -passed over New

morning, 
headed north along the 


beach. At St. Augustine the planes 
landed to replenish their supply of 
gasoline, and one of -the machines 
struck a, bunker on the golf grounds, 
badly damaging the machine and in- 
juring the pilot. , 


The two other machines made the 


return1 flight to Arcadia Sunday af- 
ternodn, passing over New Smyrna. 
at 4 o'clock, in the afternoon, flying 
high.

southwest and 


started across country

The unfavorable landing at St. Au- 


gustine is. told in the St. Augustine 
Record as follows? 


"In landing at the old golf links on 


Cerro street two aviators from the 
Areadia1 aviation station were slightly 
injured Sunday morning. Lieut. Moore 
and Lieut. Liggett were in'the'machine 
that was wrecked, but the former es- 
caped with a scratch on his nose, and 
the latter's •injuries .were not' much 
more serious. 'Three machines arriv- 
ed here shortly after 9 o'clock and 
they gave some daring exhibitions of 
skill over the city, making; nose dives, 
tail spins and maple leaf drops, hun- 
dreds of admiring spectators enjoying 
the nqvel sight. 'After a half hour of 
trick flying two of the airplanes, one 
commanded by Lieut.

Charles Inks, one of the well known 


winter visitors to New Smyrna, passed 
away at his home in Ligonier, Ind., 
last week. The following from the 
Goshen. Ind., News, of which Geo. W. 
Kinnison, another well known winter 
visitor, is editor, tells of the funeral 
and life of Mr. Inks: 


'The funeral of the late Charles 


Inks of Ligonier, was held Monday af- 
ternoon at 2 o'clock. 


"Charles Inks dates his last serious 


illness from the day he landed in New 
Smyrna. Florida, last winter, and al- 
though he became a member of the 
New Smyrna Tourist club and took 
part in the daily doings of the club, 
he continued to suffer and grew worse. 
After his return from Florida he went 
to a sanitarium, but without relief. 


"The deceased was 83 years old and 


besides his widow leaves three sons, 
Harry, Will and Burt, all in business 
in Ligonier. He followed the business 
of a tombstone manufacturer during 
all his life, operating within a radius 
of Ligonier, Wolf Lake, Goshen and 
Columbia City. He was at one time 
a partner of the late John Slaughter 
of Goshen. 


"Mr. 
Inks held the distinction of 


being the second white child bom in 
Goshen. Wilson Modie of Woodrow, 
Florida, was the first. Inks' father 
owned a lot on Fifth street and op°r- 
ate<l at one time a grist mill near the 
eastern-boundary of the present fair 
grounds on Rock Run. He was of a 
family of stone cutters. His father, as 
well a» generations before him, had 
followed the same trade. The father 
made Ins first tombstones in Elkhart

STATUTE OF LIBERTY 


IN THE STATE BANK 


A pretty piece of ornamental furni- 


ture which has recently been added 
to the State bank is a replica of the 
statute of liberty, which is surmount- 
ed by an electric light in place of a 
torch, and which has been placed on 
a pedestal in the lobby of the bank 
and is lighted each evening.

WAR PROFITS TAX AND EXCESS PROFITS TAX— 


THE DIFFERENCE 


"By a war-profits tax we mean a tax in excess of those 


realized before the war. 


"By an excess-profits tax we mean a tax upon profits in ex- 


cess of a given return upon capital. 


"The theory of a war-profits tax is to tax profits due to the 


war. 


"The theory of an eccess profits tax is to tax profits over 


and above a given return on capital. The excess-profits 
tax 


falls less heavily on big business than on small business, be- 
cause big business is generally overcapitalized and small busi- 
nesses are often undercapitalized. 


"The war-profits tax would tax all war profits at one high 


rate; the excess-profits tax does and for safety must tax all ex- 
cess profits at lower and graduated rates." 


The above extract from Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo's 


testimony before the house ways and means committee gives 
his differentiation between war-profits and excess-profits taxes 
and explains his position in urging upon congress an excess- 
profits tax with an alternative war-profits tax in the forth- 
coming revenue legislation. 


To the average citizen Secretary McAdoo's position seems 


well taken. Most small and local corporations are capitalized 
at an actual valuation. Many of the very large corporations 
are greatly overcapitalized; the stock of some of them has been 
repeatedly watered. With only an excess-profits tax a corpor- 
ation earning 10 per cent on grossly watered capital will pay 
the same tax as another corporation not overcapitalized earn- 
ing 10 per cent on the real, actual valuation of the money in- 
vested in the business. 
The profits of the first corporation 


might be 30 per cent on its actual valuation, and it is to cover 
such cases that a war-profits tax is urged. 


As many of these large corporations are engaged in govern- 


ment work and drawing huge sums from the United States, it 
seems particularly just that they should pay taxes on the same 
actual basis as corporations not overcapitalized. A tax that 
taxes equally a 10 per cent profit on watered capital and a 10 
per cent profit on unwatered capital is not evual and uniform 
and scarcely just.

army and navy camps in the United 
States under direction of the Christ- 
ian Science war relief and camp wel- 
fare committee of the First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, Boston.

at present about 70 men and 15 women 
engaged in this work, the women 
serving mainly as welfare room at- 
tendants.

A 
feature of this phase of the work is 
an arrangement for keeping soldiers 
and sailors in close touch with rela- 
tives. 


Cooperating with the committee in 


Boston there is a Christian Science 
camp 
welfare 
committee in each 


state. The committee in a home state 
of a soldier or sailor cooperates by 
mail and telegraph with the commit- 
tee of the state in which he is camped 
or stationed to form a direct and con- 
stant link between the soldier or sail- 
or and his relatives. 
Thereby rela- 


tives are quickly acquainted with the 
needs of their boy in the service, and 
he is provided with an avenue of quick 
communication with his home. 


This linking of home 
and camp, 


combined with the personal attention 
of -the Christian Science workers in 
the camps, has frequently been the 
means of changing a soldier's outlook 
from one of gloom to one of joy, and 
not infrequently it has proved to be 
the means of relieving relatives of 
financial embarassment, the commit- 
tee in the home state making loans for 
use by the relatives until their boy in 
camp should be prepared to forward 
money to them 


The net result, for which the Christ-

Sc lence committees and camp 


workers 
have received many com- 


mendations, has been a noticeable ris- 
ing of the morale of many men in the 
service and the development of a bet- 
ter feeling at home regarding the par- 
ticipation of their boys in the service.

WAR SAVINGS STAMPS 


Another intensive period of the sale 


x>f War Savings Stamps has been de- 
termined on at a conference of all the 
county chairmen in Florida held re- 
cently in Jacksonville. The drive for 
tne taking of pledges and making of 
actual sales of stamps will begin on 
Monday, September 9th, and continue 
through 
Saturday, 
September 15th. 


The quota assigned to Volusia county 
has not yet been raised. In fact there 
is only one county in the state that 
has succeeded in raising its quota and 
that is Dade county. This county has 
about $127,890.19. and tbe War Savings 
organization bore 
is already laying 


plans to see the county discharge its 
full obligation in this instance, as it 
has done in all other calls made upon 
it by the government during these 
critical times. 


A new feature of this campaign will 


be the delegation of authority to every 
person in tbe county to constitute 
himself or herself into a committee 
to spread the propoganda of thrift and 
savings and to encourage every indi- 
vidual in the county to purchase at 


• once, or pledge to purchase during the 
remainder of this year War Savings 
Stamps to the limit of his _ability. 
While the quota assigned to this coun- 
ty is only $20 per capita, there are 
large numbers why are actually not 
able to purchase $20 worth of any 
kind of securities, which will make it 
necessary for those who are able to 
purchase a sufficient amount to help 
out the weak brothers. 


It Is pointed out by the state direc- 


tor for the Florida War Savings com- 
mittee that the people of the United 
States and of Florida must come to 
the final realization that if America 
is to win this war we must sacrifice— 
and keep sacrificing.

AIRPLANE DAMAGED 


PILOT IS INJURED 


THREE PLANES PASS OVER NEW 


SMYRNA.SUNDAY MORNING AND 


TWO MAKE RETURN FLIGHT IV 


AFTERNOON. 


Because one'of the planes met with 


an accident in landing for gasoline at 
St. Augustine, the three airplanes in 
practice flight from Dorr 'field at Ar- 
cadia-to Jacksonville last Sunday did 
not complete the Journey. 


The three, planes-passed over New 


Smyrna at an early hour 
Sunday 


morning, 
headed north along 
the 


beach. At St. Augustine the planes 
landed to replenish their supply of 
gasoline, and one of-the machines 
struck a,bunker on the golf grounds, 
badly damaging the machine and in-; 
luring the pilot. , 


The two other machines made the 


return > flight to Arcadia Sunday af- 
ternoon, passing over New Smyrna. 
at 4 o'clock in the afternoon, flying 
high. 
After passing over the' city 


the .planes headed 
southwest and 


started across country 
toward Ar- 


cadia. 


The unfavorable landing at St. Au- 


gustine is.told in the St. Augustine 
Record as follows? 


'In landing at the old golf links on 


Cerro street two aviators from the 
Areadia1 aviation station were slightly 
injured Sunday morning. Lieut. Moore 
and Lieut. Liggett were in'the'machine 
that was wrecked, but the former es- 
caped with a scratch on his nose, and 
the latter's •injuries .were not' much 
more serious. 'Three machines arriv- 
ed here shortly after 9 o'clock and 
they gave some daring exhibitions of 
skill over the city, making; nose dives, 
tail spins and maple leaf drops, hun- 
dreds of admiring spectators enjoying 
the nqvel sight. 'After a half hour of 
trick flying two of the airplanes, one 
commanded by Lieut. Moore, the other 
by Lieut. Fitzgerald, headed for the 
;olf grounds; while Lieut. Koch, com- 
mander of tlie little squadron, direct- 
ed his course to the San -Marco lot 
where he made an easy landing. Lieut. 
Fitzgerald also made a safe and easy1 
landing at the golf grounds, but Lieut. 
Moore was not so fortunate. His gas- 
oline was exhausted and as he was 
Hearing the ground a bunker loomed 
up in front of him. His engine died 
at the sarAs time and he was unable 
to raise the nose of the plane, which 
struck 
the bunker with 
sufficient 


force to cause it to bounce high in- the 
air. When it struck the ground again 
one wheel was broken and dragged, 
causing the plane to turn on its nose 
and turn a somersault, landing on its 
back, with the two aviators under- 
neath. 
Lieut. Moore, who, as stated, 


escaped injury, quickly loosened the 
straps binding him and crawled out, 
but Lieut. Liggett had bruised his 
face and was partly dazed for a few 
minutes. Judge O. P. Goode was play- 
Ing golf when the machine landed and 
:ie rushed to the wrecked plane^'to 
render assistance. He arrived at the 
narhine as. Lieut. JFoore extricated 
himself. Lieut Liggett was crouched 
in his seat with his head down and he 
c-alle'l to them to r'?ht the machine 
mil get him out. The two men were 
unable to lift the heavy body, but a 
inisky colored man came running to 
Iheir assistance, liffd the plane and 
liberated the occupant. 


"Tobie Wellander was near the golf 


grounds in his auto at the time the 
planes descended and believing that 
an accident had happened, he rushed 
to the field, arriving just after the 
planes landed. The injured man was 
placed in the auto and taken to the 
Flagler hospital, where he received 
immediate attention. 
His nose was 


bruised and he had several scratches 
on his face, but suffered no serious 
injury. 
Local mechanics were em- 


ployed to take the wrecked airplane 
apart and it was removed from the 
golf grounds in two or three hours. 


"The two undamaged planes left 


early in the afternoon on the return 
flight and the occupants of the wreck- 
ed plane left for Arcadia by train."

Charles Inks, one of the well known 


winter visitors to New Smyrna, passed 
away at his home in Ligonier, Ind., 
last week. 
The following from the 


Goshen. Ind., News, of which Geo. W. 
Kinnison, another well known winter 
visitor, is editor, tells of the funeral 
and life of Mr. Inks: 


'The funeral of the late Charles 


Inks of Ligonier, was held Monday af- 
ternoon at 2 o'clock. 


;'Cbarles Inks dates his last serious 


illness from the day he landed in New 
Smyrna. Florida, last winter, and al- 
though he became a member of the 
New Smyrna Tourist club and took 
part in the daily doings of the club, 
he continued to suffer and grew worse. 
After his return from Florida he went 
to a sanitarium, but without relief. 


"The deceased was 83 years old and 


besides his widow leaves three sons, 
Harry, Will and Burt, all in business 
in Ligonier. He followed the business 
of a tombstone manufacturer during 
all his life, operating within a radius 
of Ligonier, Wolf Lake, Goshen and 
Columbia City. He was at one time 
a partner of the late John Slaughter 
of Goshen. 


"-Mr. Inks held the distinction of 


being the second white child bom in 
Goshen. Wilson Modie of Woodrow, 
Florida, was the first. Inks' father 
owned a lot on Fifth street and op°r- 
ated at one time a grist mill near the 
eastern'boundary of the present fair 
grounds on Rock Run. He was of a 
family of stone cutters. His father, as 


ll as generations before him. had 


followed the same trade. The father 
made his first tombstones in Elkhart 
county, 
taking the flat 
rock 
near 


Wakarusa and cutting into stones 
sutli as may be seen at the Jackson 
cemetery with dates prior to 1S30. 
The father also made the first burr 
millstones for grinding grain for the 
early settlers, 
taking 
the common 


niggerhead' rooks and cutting them 
to suit. Some of these old relics are 
owned by Goshenites today. 


"Mr. Inks never affiliated with any., 


thurch organization but lived a chris- 
tion life. His deeds of charity and 
»ood will_to mankind were unlimited. 
He will be greatly missed in Ligonier 
and vicinity."

S. public service reserve, 
s notifying tbe various people through 
the state, such as office buildings, de- 
iiartment stores, and other large inr 
titutiftiis. to replace their man-labor 
as quickly as possible with woman- 
labor. 
Elevators in the large office 


buildings of Jacksonville are now be- 
ing "manned" by girls. As you enter 
some oi the restaurants you are greet- 
ed by a smiling girl waitress and very 
shortly every job of that nature will 
be held by the fair sex. 


The call for labor is so great that 


the state advisory labor board, rep- 
resenting the U. S. department of- la- 
bor, are about to issue an order mak- 
ing it necessary for every restaurant 
and hotel to release their man-labor 
and for every public chauffeur, yard- 
man, butler, and men in this class of 
work to immediately obtain positions 
in war work. 


Mr. Gamble, in talking this situation 


over, states that the new draft law 
will be in effect very soon and that 
the business men might as well pre- 
pare right now for tip change that is 
coming. The government quota of un- 
skilled labor, which it was expected 
would be taken from this state during 
the months of August and September, 
was 
estimated 
at 
2,520, but Mr. 


Gamble has received notice that this 
number has been increased. 
The 


"work or fight" order is being enforced 
and the government inspectors are 
now taking Mr. Slacker and Mr. Loafer 
and sending them to the front, putting 
them where they can do their fam- 
ilies and the government some good.

WAR PROFITS TAX AND EXCESS PROFITS TAX— 


THE DIFFERENCE 


"By a war-profits tax we mean a tax in excess of those 


realized before the war. 


"By an excess-profits tax we mean a tax upon profits in ex- 


cess of a given return upon capital. 


"The theory of a war-profits tax is to tax profits due to the 


war. 


"The theory of an eccess profits tax is to tax profits over 


and above a given return on capital. The excess-profits tax 
falls less heavily on big business than on small business, be- 
cause big business is generally overcapitalized and small busi- 
nesses are often undercapitalized. 


"The war-profits tax would tax all war profits at one high 


rate; the excess-profits tax does and for safety must tax all ex- 
cess profits at lower and graduated rates." 


The above extract from Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo's 


testimony before the house ways and means committee gives 
his differentiation between war-profits and excess-profits taxes 
and explains his position in urging upon congress an excess- 
profits tax with an alternative war-profits tax in the forth- 
coming revenue legislation. 


To the average citizen Secretary McAdoo's position seems 


well taken. Most small and local corporations are capitalized 
at an actual valuation. Many of the very large corporations 
are greatly overcapitalized; the stock of some of them has been 
repeatedly watered. With only an excess-profits tax a corpor- 
ation earning 10 per cent on grossly watered capital will pay 
the same tax as another corporation not overcapitalized earn- 
ing 10 per cent on the real, actual valuation of the money in- 
vested in the business. 
The profits of the first corporation 


might be 30 per cent on its actual valuation, and it is to cover 
such cases that a war-profits tax is urged. 


As many of these large corporations are engaged in govern- 


ment work and drawing huge sums from the United States, it 
seems particularly just that they should pay taxes on the same 
actual basis as corporations not overcapitalized. A tax that 
taxes equally a 10 per cent profit on watered capital and a 10 
per cent profit on unwatered capital is not evual and uniform 
and scarcely just.

feature ot this phase of the work is 
an arrangement for keeping soldiers 
and sailors in close touch with rela- 
tives 


Cooperating with the committee in 


Boston there is a Christian Science 
camp welfare committee in each 
state. The committee in a home state 
of a soldier or sailor cooperates by 
mail and telegraph with the commit- 
tee of the state in which he is camped 
or stationed to form a direct and con- 
stant link between the soldier or sail- 
or and his relatives. Thereby rela- 
tives are quickly acquainted with the 
needs of their boy in the service, and 
he is provided with an avenue of quick 
communication with his home. 


This linking 
of home 
and camp, 


combined with the personal attention 
of .the Christian Science workers in 
the camps, has frequently been the 
means of changing a soldier's outlook 
from one of gloom to one of joy, and 
not infrequently it has proved to be 
the means of relieving relatives of 
financial embarassment, the commit- 
tee in the home state making loans for 
use by the relatives until their boy in 
camp should be prepared to forward 
money to them
